At that time there was absolutely 
no provision on the Prairie for the 
treatment of si¢kness and accident 
causes, and during thelr first summer 
Mr. and Mrs. Porbes treated forty 
cases in a tent caboose and log shack 
at Flying Shot. So great was the de- 
mand for hosphtal attention that it 
was decided to secure additional as- 
sistance, and in October of that year 
a trained nurse, Miss Baird, arrived, 
and was in charge of the work until 
last year. Soon a email log bullding 
Was erected, but this proved to be too 
small, The ‘Presbyterian laldes of 
Edmonton, Calgary, and Toronto 
heard of the degperate need of hos- 
pital accommodation, and interested 
themselves in the matter. Finally, in 
the fall of 1912, the necessary money 
Was provided, and as a result the 
present commodious building was 
opened in the summer of 1914.

They formerly farme at Carlisle, 
Saskatchewan, on the “Arcola branch. 
Just before the Bulletin’s visit they | 
had cut twelve acres of oats, and had 
used seventy pounds of twine in the 
cutting. An oat crop could not pos- 
sibly be heavier, ‘This year they have 
four hundred acres in crop, and 180 
acres in breaking, besides 40 head of 
horses and 30 cattle. “hely wheat, 
they say, has always averaged thinty, | 
and oats twenty-fwe per acre, and one 
year they had an goat yield of one 
hundred mer aere on breaking.
